A  kitchen  planned  as  an  efficient  workshop — where  a  woman's  work  may  be  done  with  the 
least  walking,  stooping,  lifting,  and  stretching — is  demonstrated  in  this  motion  picture.  It  is  a 
two-reel  film,  in  color,  with  a  narration  sound  track. 

This  U-shaped  kitchen  was  designed  by  housing  and  household  equipment  specialists  of  the 
Bureau  of  Human  Nutrition  and  Home  Economics  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Lenore  Sater. 
In  the  film  Miss  Sater  explains  the  basic  principles  used  in  planning  the  kitchen  and  shows  how 
jobs  are  streamlined  by  the  well-planned,  adequate  storage  and  work  space.
